OAIISOV, March 17.—Under a clear sky 


and in n valley 5000 feet above the eea, 
circled 
by 
enow-capped mounlains 


which gliatsnod in Iho bright sunlight, 
making a p'cture such HB waa never seen 
before on an occasion ol Ihe kind, James 
J. Corbett went down to deieat today 
before Robert FiUsimmoua, who became 
the champion heavy weight pugilist of 
the world. Tho victory wna not gained 
without a struggle; in f»ct victory did 
not acorn possible for FiUaiinmona until 
the last moment ol tho battle, when the 
Australian,who was giving every indica- 
tion of slowly going to pieces, delivered 
a bio* in a vital ]>art and followed it 
with two othera which eent tho Califor- 
nhm to the floor with the agony of |i»in 
and despair imprinted on liia face, and 
unable to riss within Ihe limit which 
would save him. 


When the defeated champion linally 


arose, with tho aaaisliinco of his nllend- 
aute, and recovered sulliciently irom his 
dazed condition to realize the calamity 
that had befallen him, ho brokoollt with 
all the fury oi an enraged animal, and 
discarding all the rules which govern 
the nrl of which ho is a disciple, rushed 
at hia victorious opponent and made a 
viiiu etnisglo to boat hhnover the ropea, 
only desisting when hia own 
BUCOlldB 


and friomlB lorced him away. 


And then the now champion was 


borne lo hia dressing room amid the 
eheora of the 5000 people who wore In 
tho arena, accompanied by hla seconds 
and trainera and ulso by hia wile, who 
had watched the contest from a position 
within a few feet ol the rbiglido, and 
who had tnken in every detail, oven at 
the time when it seemed that her hus- 
band would bo knocked insensible at 
her feet. 
It was a great conical, but notwith- 


standing the cheers for the victor, the
